With one exception, Wil- 
liam Faulkner, all the others who 
started with him long ago fell

In Byromville School 


“Byromville school patrons met... 
and voted to continue the high school 
there despite teacher cuts which 
have taken it off the accredited list. 
Low enrollment and average daily at- 
tendance last year brought about its 
removal from the list.” 

So reads a story in The Vienna News. 

The item is significant for two rea- 
sons. First, it points to a condition far 
different from that in most schools of 
the state. Overcrowding is not a prob- 
lem in the Dooly County community of 
Bvromville. It is lack of pupils that 
creates-a crisis there. Dooly, like many 
other counties largely agricultural, is 
losing population. 

Secondly, the story illustrates the 
typical attitude of a community toward 
giving up its school. The people of 
Byromville would keep their high school, 
unaccredited though -it may be, rather 
than to send their children to another 
school. 

Understandable as that community 
spirit may be, it takes its toll by handi- 
capping the students whom it affects. 
Sooner or later, consolidation must 
come as the answer. Most communities 
which have tried it find the process much 
less painful than they had expected.

Odds on Stevenson 


AreNow9to5 , 


WASHINGTON —‘According to published 
New York sources, Wall Street betting odds 
are now being quoted at nine to five in favor 
of Gov. Adlai Stevenson, the Democratic 
nominee, winning the presidential election 
in November. That is almost two.to one. 

Other interesting bets on the election out- 
come are being offered by responsible labor 

_ leaders who are support- 
ing the Democratic ticket. 
One is that Gen, Dwight 
Eisenhower, the Repub- 
lican candidate, will not 
carry more than 12 states, 
which is four less, than 
Gov. Thomas E. ‘Dewey 
carried in 1948. Another 
is an offer of two to one 
on each of the 48 states 
going Democratic. The 
latter involved an as- 
sumption that the Republicans will do no 
better this year than they did four years 
ago, since no money would change hands if 
only 16 states land in the GOP column. 


In view of the fact that the campaign is 
just now getting actively under way with 
little opportunity yet for public sentiment 
to crystallize, these odds, particularly those 
quoted by Wall Street sources, would seem 
to be a bit disproportionate at this time. It 
was not until Labor Day that the two rival 
presidential candidates took openly to the 
hustings. Not enough time has elapsed to 
indicate a publie trend in one direction or 
another, 

It is further interesting to note that the 
Wall Street odds go contrary to the findings 
of the professional pollsters. Dt. Gallup, for 
example, places Eisenhower ahead by a few 
percentage points, but still enough to win 
comfortably’ if his figures should turn out to 
be correct—which they were not four years 
ago hy a long shot. 

The betting fraternity that relied on the 
pollsters for their dope took a bad beating 


four years ago, when odds up to 10 to one © 


were quoted on Dewey. This may explain 
why the polls are being ignored in the cur- 
rent wagers. 

Perhaps another reason for this is that 
the gap between General Ike and his Demo- 
cratic opponent has closed considerably, 
from the standpoint of the polls, since the 
two nominating conventions in July. Back 
during the preconvention campaign most of 
the professional polls showed the general a 
heavy favorite to win the election over any 
Democrat that might be named. Now his 
advantage has been narrowed down to just a 
few points, with the campaign hardly started. 


All impartial surveys show that Governor 
Stevenson and his running mate, Sen. John 
J. Sparkman of Alabama, have a substan- 
tial statistical advantage: over the Repub- 
lican ticket. This is reflected in the fact 
that the Democrats have some 4,000,000 more 
registered voters than the Republicans, te 
gether with the fact that the tendency of in- 
dependent voters has been about three to 
two in favor of the Democrats in recent 
presidential elections. 


At this stage of the campaign, however, 
when the speech-making is just getting under 
way and the candidates are just taking to 
the road, the quoted odds of almost two to 
one seem too optimistic, to say the least. 
It will take another month before public 
sentiment begins to take definite form. The 
odds could greatly change in that time.

His Good Deeds 
Earn Him Death 


NEW YORK—The next time you feel on 
the verge of self-pity because of some real 
or imagined example of ingratitude shown to 
you, try to remember a man from Brooklyn 
named Francis Xavier Ford, 

Ford, a bishop in a Catholie order named 
Maryknon, who are like the marines of the 

ehurch, died in a Chinese 
Red prison last Feb. 21 
after undergoing shocking 
tortures since his arrest 
14 months before. 
Ford loved the Chinese 
¢ people who, in the end, 
* put him to death. The 
* men who knew him and 
- mourn the loss of this dis- 
tinguished student of Chi- 
nese art and ways, and 
Saintly humanitarian, will 
tell you that Ford’s love for the Chinese 
probably did not diminish while he was 
being pulled through the village of Hinnin 
on the end of a rope, while being pee 
by mobs so frenzied that his soldier-guards 
fled in dismay. 

His love, his friends will attest, must 
have prevailed in the face of such diabolical 
tortures of the flesh as being bound tightly 
with wet ropes which were then permitted to 
drv and contract. And in the face of such 
tortures of the spirit as being forced at gun- 
point to bare his emaciated and beaten body 
before a nun who jad been seized also as an 
enemy of the people’s democracy. 

Ford was a man passionately devoted to 
the cause of the underdog. His father and 
publishers of “The Irish World,” 
were apostles of Irish freedom. The Ford 
home in Brooklyn resounded to debates, 
hummed with editorial blasts directed at 
perfidious Albion, and out of that atmos- 
phere came an ascetic lad determined to 
right wrongs. 

He became the first seminarian to enroll 
in the Maryknoll Order. That was 1912. In 
1917, he was ordained and was one of the 
first four missionaries that order sent to 
China. 

China became a paradise in his eyes. 
Never had any one country had so many 
underdogs. Ford quickly learned to love his 
wark among the Chinese. He built schools 
for them, clinics,’ churches, homes, roads 
and dreams of a better life. Exhausted, as 
were other missionaries, he built a mis- 
sionaries’ rest home, then changed his mind 
at the dedication and turned it into a stu- 
dents’ hospital instead. 

Ford gave the Chinese all they ever asked 
of him, including his life, but not when the 
Reds wanted the latter. Because he was 
loved by so many—in Kaying when he was 
taken away the people lined the way and 


wept—the Reds were determined to build a *

If there be incongruity it lies in the 
argument of the Fair Dealers that the Fed- 
eral Government will develop the offshore 
oil resources in a more efficient and hon- 
est manner than the states. Coming from 
an administration shot through with cor- 
ruption, bribery, thievery and treason that 
argument has a strange sound, indeed.

For today is The Day in the Atlanta 
area and last week was The Day in other 
communities. 

We started the Redhead off to school and 
I watched her as she negotiated the first 
bad crossing and worked her way slowly 
through the congestion at the filling station 
on the corner. I know what the anonymous 
author felt as he wrote: 

‘‘Today my daughter, who is 6 years old, 
started to school. She wore a dark blue 
dress with a white collar. She had on black 
shoes and wore blue gloves. Her cocker 
spaniel, Coot, sat on the front porch and 
whined his canine belief in the folly of edu- 
cation as she waved good-bye and started 
off to the hall of learning. 

‘Tonight we talked about school. She 
told me about the girl who sits in front of 
her, the girl with yellow curls, and the boy 
across the aisle who makes funny faces.

‘‘She’s back there now—back in the nurs- 
ery sound asleep, with ‘Princess Elizabeth’ 
(that’s her doll} cuddled in her right arm. 

“You guys wouldn’t hurt her, would you? 
You see, I'm her daddy. When her doll is 
broxen or her finger is cut or her head gets 
bumped, I can fix it—but when she starts to 
school, when she walks across the street, 
then she's in your hands. 

“She’s a nice kid. She can run like a 
deer and dart about like’ a chipmunk. She 
likes to ride horses and swim and hike with 
me on Sunday afternoons. But I can’t be 
with her all the time; I have to work to 
pay for her clothes and her education. So 
please help me look out for her. Please 
drive slowly past the schools and intersee- 
tions—and please remember that children 
run from behind parked cars.

Is Vindicated 


NEW YORK, Sept. 7 (#—The 137- 
vear battle to vindicate a court- 
martialed young naval officer ends 
in victory tomorrow when his 
creat-grandson receives a renewed 
commission for Lt. William S. Cox, 
who died in 1874. 

In 1812 the U. S. frigate Chesa- 
peake tangled off Boston with the 
British frigate Shannon. In the 
battle the American ship was badly 
hit and most of her officers in- 
commanding of- 
ficer Capt. James Lawrence who, 
mortally wounded, uttered the fa- 
mous words, ‘Don’t give up the 
ship.”’ 

The British subsequently boarded 
and captured the Chesapeake. 

Two vears later Cox, a 2]-year- 
old third lieutenant aboard the 
U. S. vessel, was court-martialed 
and convicted of neglect of duty 
and conduct unbecoming an officer. 

The Cox family fought bitterly 
to restore his good name. 

Cox’ great-grandson, Electus, D. 
Litchfield, appealed in 1937* to 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
who was sympathetic but said only 
Congress could reverse the court- 
martial. 

In the 82nd Congress, Rep. Eu- 
gene E. Cox (D.-Ga.), no relation, 
introduced a bill to clear Cox of 
the charges. The bill was passed 
last July. 

Last month, President Truman 
signed a certificate that restored 
Lt. Cox’ commission on Oct. 17, 
1874, the date of his death.

DEAR MARY HAWORTH: I spoke to a psychiatrist friend about 
your answer to a woman who moved to a new city and became s0 
depressed she could hardly speak to a tradesman. You advised her 
to do things for others and stop being self-centered—which strikes 


me as absolute nonsense. 

Let's consider  self-centered- 
ness. Every person in distress 
is self-centered. For example, 
I am lost in the woods, and all 
I can think of is how to find the 


way out. I am self-centered— 
because I want to survive. Wken 
I find the path, I begin to no- 
tice nature’s beauty. 


People in deep depression are 
lost in the woods. Until they can 
see their way out, their thoughts 
are on themselves. Calling such 
people selfish only increases 
their burden, 


I don’t believe you aim at help- 
ing. There is none of the deep 
humanity or humility of the great 
soul evident in your writings. I 

ave yet to find an iota of com- 
passion in your columns. Your 
over-all tone is not kind or sym- 
pathetic, but rather brash, scold- 
ing and brittle. Actually the 
people who bring their problems 
are made whipping boys; and 
I believe you make sick people 
sicker. Can’t you find other 
whipping boys?—S. D. 


HELD BY FIXED 
HABIT OF ANGER 


DEAR 8. D.—Your letter is in- 
teresting because of its angry re- 
fusal to read my lines aright. 
Also it is very self-revealing, al- 
though you remain blind to the 
light it sheds on your chronic 
unrest. 

Evidently you are ‘‘so mad you 
can’t see straight’’—but this con- 
dition isn’t caused by my short- 
comings. Rather, anger is an 
unconscious fixed habit with you, 
and you have hit on me as the 
whipping boy. Other days you 
have other targets, I am sure. 

It seems you’ve wrestled with 
emotional depression. But as 
yet you haven’t discovered that 
anxiety is at the center of de- 
pression. To understand this 
truth is to realize that construc- 
tive procedure doesn’t consist in 
getting sympathy, or apprecia- 
tion of one’s charming qualities; 
but rather, in gaining insight into 
the dynamics of one’s innermost 
reactions. 

In finding one’s way out of 
traumatic self-concern, it is in- 
estimably. helpful to have sus- 
taining affection from somebody, 
but such precious support tends 
to elude the inordinately self- 
centered person. ; 

We who would prod you into 
making the necessary effort are 
essentially sympathetic, not hos- 
tile onlookers. 

As to why you’re depressed, 
your ‘‘examples’’ of the nature 
of self-concern imply an _ in- 
granied fear of snubs and social 
ostracism. Why don’t you con- 
sider yourself acceptable at par, 
as you are? You might kick the 
question around with your psy- 
chiatrist friend.—M. H.

The rush that accompanies getting the youngsters off to school, 
dad off to work and breakfast for everyone sometimes means there 
is a temptation to think it doesn’t matter too much what goes into 


the Junch pail. 

But stop to think a minute. 
The lunches Johnny carries Mon- 
day through Friday represents 
almost one-fourth of the meals 
he will eat during the week. 
That’s enough to have a definite 
effect on his health. 


In an increasing number of 
schools, excellent hot school 
lunches are available for a small 
cost. If it is possible for the 
child to eat these, let him do so. 
But if it is necessary to pack his 
lunch then be sure it is an ade- 
quate meal that provides its 
share of protein, vitamins, min- 
erals and calories growing 
youngsters need for radiant good 
health. If one meal falls short 
it is almost impossible to make 
up the food value in the other 
meals. 


Miss Eleanor Pryor, state su- 
pervisor of the School Lurch 
Division, says a good lunch 
would consist of: (1) a sand- 
wich with a protein filling. That 
means a meat, cheese, egg or 
peanut butter; (2) a piece of 
raw fruit or vegetable. Such as 
an apple, pear, banana, orange, 
carrot or celery sticks; (3) a 
cookie such as one made of 
oatmeal, rolled oats, honey, 
syrup or molasses; (4) milk. 
Sometimes schools provide the 
milk or at least the opportunity 
to buy it. This is a lunch for an 
elementary school child. The 
high schooler would need two 
sandwiches.

Is Picture’s Star 


HOLLY WOOD—Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer has a project on that has 
startled a great many old heads in the motion picture business and 
will come as an interesting experiment, at the very least, to South- 
ern movie-goers. 


They are making a movie with an all-Negro cast—the first all- 
Negro movie for general release that is neither a musical nor a 
sociological study of race relationships. 


The story is “‘See How They Run” by Mary Elizabeth Vroman, 
a Negro school teacher from Montgomery, Ala., who wrote about 
life in the fourth grade and won a Christopher Award last Feb- 
ruary because of the appeal, sensitivity and sincerity of the little 
tale she told. Because the fourth grade teacher and class in the 
story happened to be. Negroes, MGM has employed Negroes to 
bring the story to the screen. 


“I'd like you to see this picture,” said my friend, Joan McCor- 
mick of the publicity department. ‘‘Except for the color of the cast 
it’s a regular kind of picture with a story that is perhaps warmer and 
more compassionate than most. It makes no protest. It files no com- 
plaints. I just want you to see it.”’ 

So we went over to the sound stage where they were shooting 
the final scenes. 

Dorothy Dandridge, the famous Negro singer and dancer, was 
employed for the subdued role of the understanding teacher. Para- 
doxically she had put on dark make-up for the cameras because she is 
so light-skinned.

But the story is really the star of the picture and Dorothy Dan- 
dridge told me that she hopes very much that the author, who is back 


in Montgomery, supposedly getting ready for school opening, will be | 


pleased with her portrayal of the teacher, Jane. 
Jane’s problem, as Joan described it, is the defiance of 11-year- 


old C. T., a backward, ragged, hungry boy ‘‘whose pride and dignity | 


have made him a stubborn rebel and an exalted falsifier.’””

The teacher, Jane, tries by gentleness and understanding to
